Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a screenshot taken from a social media site, with text that could be taken to 
refer to sexual conduct involving a child. Flaving considered in detail the relevant criteria under 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), the Classification Office 
has concluded that it would be unreasonable to classify it as objectionable or to give it a restricted 
classification. The publication cannot fairly be said to promote or support or tend to promote or 
support the exploitation of children or young people under s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act. In terms 
of s3(3) and s3(4), if the publication is read as dealing with sexual conduct involving a child, it 
does so in a minimal way. Its intended purpose, likely or intended audience, and impact of its 
availability is difficult to assess given the lack of context surrounding the standalone image. 
Taking all of these factors into account, the only reasonable classification, especially when taking 
into account the right to freedom of expression as provided by the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990, is unrestricted.
